The Great Yacht Kace. 


By Telegraph to THE SENTTNBIJ. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 8.—The cup for 
which the "Genesta" and "Puritan" are 
now contesting is held in this country 
by virtue of the sailing of the yacht 
America," and was won thirty-four 
years ago, and has never been recap- 
tured by the English sails. 
It was 
oflered by the lioyal Yacht Club, in 
1851, during the great World's Fair of 
that year, open to yachts from all na- 
tions. 
The race in which the "Amer- 
ica" carried off the cup was called on 
August 25, there being eighteen entries. 
The "America" won by twenty min- 
utes ahead of the best of the other ves- 
sels, 


SANDY HOOK, Sept. 8.—The bay is 
dotted with yachts of every size and 
shape. 
Each is crowded with people 
who have come to witness the race for 
the American cup, between the British 
yacht "GeEesta" and tho American 
yacht "Puritan." 
The program of the 
committee governing the international 
race between the vessels, was as fol- 
lows: The first race will be twenty 
statutejmilesto windward, or to leeward 
and return from Scotland lightship, 
if it is possible to make a course from 
that point: if not, from Sandy Hook 
lightship. 


The "Puritan" was saluted by nearly 
every steam yacht in the fleet, while on 
her way to the Scotland lightship, the 
starting point. 
The "Genesta" re- 
mained in the horse-shoe 
while Mr. 
Wm. Kreho, of tho New York Yacht 
Club, representing the "Puritan," was 
put on board from the judges' boat. 
She then proceeded under sail, on the 
port, and took to the lightship. 
The 
English yacht was also saluted by a 
large fleet of yachts now under way. 
The tide was running flood during the 
forenoon. Two hundred and seventeen 
vessels, of all sizes and rigs, were as- 
sembled within a circle of a mile of the 
Scotland lightship. 
After a tedious 
waste of two hours, after the arrival of 
tho contestants at the lightship, the 
starting signal was given from the 
judges' boat at 1:35. 
By skillful ma- 
neuvering the skippers of both yachts 
brought them close-to line b«tWMn tli» 


judges' boat and lightship on the port 
tack, to cross it 
In a few sec- 
onds 
after 
the 
starting 
sig- 
nal, the Puritan slipped across first, 
close up to the judges' boat at 1 hour, 
35 minutes, and 55 seconds, but for 
some reason Captain Centre, of the 
Genesta, tacked to the starboard just 
before reaching it, losing 1 minute, and 
42 seconds, being handicapped 37 sec- 
onds thereby. 
She crossed at 1 hour, 
35 minutes, and 37 seconds, the official 
time. 
Captain Crocker, of the Puritan 
which boat looked very 
handsome 
with her main sail, sprit tope sail, meant 
"fight" from the start. 
As the Genest» 
crossed the line, the Puritan came 
about^, . and in thirty seconds had filed 
away on the starboard track, with the 
Genesta a hundred yards on her lee 
beam. 
The course was right in the 
wind's eye, southeast, and the tug had 
started ten minutes before to lay out 
the twenty miles to windward and 
place a stake buoy for the yachts 
The yachts cheered them by shouts 
from its hundred spectators, and the im- 
mense flotilla of pleasure boats that 
witnessed it. 
The contestants headed 
due east of their first reach. 
Finding 
he could neither pass the "Puritan" to 
leeward, or "out-point" him. Captain 
Carter, after 
twenty-three 
minutes 
suddenly put the Genesta about to 
cross the "Puritan's" stern, but Capt. 
Carter i)ut his helm down at once, 
bringing the handsome white sloop 
round in forty seconds later. 
The 
Genesta was' full of tricks, for round 
she came again, and in less than 
minute followed by the Puritan agam 
in :>0 seconds. 
Both yachts were car- 
rying exactly the same canvas. Instead 
of gaining by the little skirmish which 
he inaugurated, Capt. Carter had lost 
and thij Puritan ijained decided advant- 
age. 
Both at a rate of 3:07 reached 
to the southward. 
Now the Puritan 
began to open a gap between herself 
and the Genesta, and when they next 
tacked 
to the 
eartward, 
at 4:11, 
sho 
was 
fully 
three-fourths 
of 
a mile to the windward of her antagon- 
nist, and one-eighth of a mile ahead. 
At 5 o'clock and 11 minutes both tacked 
to the southward again, and now the 
Genesta was over a mil^v on the Puri- 
tan's lee quarter. 
At G :30, when the 
judges' boat arrived at the outer mark, 
it was sundown. 
The winds were 
growing lighter, and the yachts being 
then two miles to the leeward, it was 
evident the race could not be sailed 
within the required time of 
seven 
hours. 
So the regatta committe or- 
dered it postponed until tb-day, when 
the boats will start at the same hour, 
and over a similar course. 
The con- 
test is thought by experienced yachts- 
men to be convincing proof that the 
Puritan can beat the cutter under any 
conditions.

In spite of it, however, 
some progress has been made. 
Frosts 
have been experienced in many locali- 
ties, but none of sufficient severity to 
do any injury to the corn. 
At this 
writing, September 7, we judge that 
three-fourths of the corn of the entire 
country is past danger from frost, and 
we have a strong coniidence of the full 
maturity of the largest crops of corn 
ever grown in this country.
